The  town  of  Windsor  was  of  course  crowded  to  excess  from  all  parU  of 
the  country :  the  inns  couW  not  afford  one-tentfa  of  the  accommodotioa 
required,  and  such  of  the  owners  of  private  bouses  as  chqw  to  him  them  to 
account,  got  large  prices  for  a  night’s  lodging,  and  allowing  the  siglu. 

Two  brig^ides  of  artillefy  were  in 
the  town,  who  continued  firing  five-minute  guns  during  the  day,  until  the

In  about  an  hour  after  sun-set,  an  order  was_  given  for  hghtaag  the 
torches.  It  was  understood  that  every  fourth  man  in  the  rgaks  was  u 
bear  one,  but  when  they  were  lit  there  did  not  appear  to  be  more  than 
one  for  every  thirtieth  man.  Still,  however,  after  tiie  gloom  in  which  the 
troops  bad  oeen  for  some  time  involved,  the  sudden  appearanw  of  the 
lights,  few  as  they  were,  was  for  a  time  very  imposing.  ^  But  in  a  little  time, 
vimen  the  eye  recovered  from  the  first  glare,  it  became  evident  that^t^  rorches

FUNERAL  OF  THE  DUKE  OF  YORK, 

*TVe  appearance  of  the  West  end  of  the  Metropolis,  at  the  departure  of 
the  Boyaf  FnnenU  Proccaeioo,  waa  noticed  in  our  last ;  aud  we  now  pro¬ 
ceed  to  give  soaw  partknlaif  of  the  progress  to  Windsor  and  the  funereal 
cmemonies.  As  the  whole  cofUgt  proceeded,  the  spectators,  as  far  as  we 
could  learn  their  icMiments,  were  disappointed  in  the  ideas  they  had 
formed  of  its  gf^^^deur,  and  some  of  them  opeoly  expressed  their  surprise 
at  the  absence  from  it  of  all  sorts  pf  military  music. 

It  struck  us  Cm*  ^  Tunes  Rejwter)  as  a  matter  of  no  small  tur- 
pAsej  that  10  few  of  the  nobility  and  genin'  in  Piccadilly  presented  any 
aymptoms  pf  mournit^  The  houses  of  Sir  Charles  Cockerm  and  of  Mrs 
Omits  were  amou  the  Um  which  exhibited  decent  and  pointed  marks  of 
reyct  oa  this  s<£ma  occasion.  The  balconies  of  the  fmmer  were  hung 
wi^  black,  aad  the  windowa  were  covered,  half-way,  with  black  cloth 
kUodt ;  the  tatter  bad  every  shutter  closely  shut  from  the  top  of  the  bouse 
to  the  bottom.  But  of  all  othl^  tbe  house  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington 
asloiuihed  us  nsost.  So  fax  as  the  crowd  admitted  of  our  observations,  we 
wUTf  not  aMe  to  distinguish  a  single  token  of  mourning  there  as  the 
procession  passed.  In  returning  we  irod  a  more  enlarged  view  of  tbe  bouse, 
and  then  we  did  not  see  a  shutter  of  it  closed,  or  a  single  Uind  drawn. — 
As  soon  as  tbe  pmeession  reached  Hyde  Park  corner,  where  the  spectators 
beramt  considtrably  more  mimeroua,  the  only  fseling  among  them  seemed 
to  be  that  of  sorjuise  at  the  iiltlc  grandeur  ndiicb  it  duiplayed,  and  tbe  cur- 


of  sufficient  light  was  felt  throughout  the  remain^r  of  the  evening, 
created  much  disappointment.  At  a  little  before  eight  0  clock  the  discharge 
of  a  rocket  announced  to  the  artillery  the  arrival  of  the  procession  at  Frog- 


more.  It  there  halted  for  a  short  time,  and  was  joined  by  the  Ro^  • 
mourners,  the  Duke  of  Clarence  as  chief  mourner,  and  by  the  Dakes  of 
Sussex  and  Glocester.  At  this  place  It  was  also  joined.by  the  servants  and  1 
grooms  of  his  Majesty  and  of  the  Royal  Fatnily,  in  deep  mounung,  oa 
foot ;  most  of  tliem  bearing  fiambeaux.  From  Frogmore  it  advanced  ia 
solemn  silence  through  Park  street,  towards  the  Castle,  ^e  hearse,  at 
some  parts,  coufd  scarcely  be  distinguished  from  the  mourning  coaches, 
except  by  an  occasional  glimpse,  afford^  by  the  flickering  of  the  few  torches 
held  at  oonstdeaghle  distances  by  the  troops  which  lined  the  way*  As  tbs 
cavalcade  advanced,  tbe  troops  were  ordered  to  present  arms,  alW  which 
they  immediately  reverse^l  their  muskets,  and  continued  with  their  hands 
and  heads  resting  ou  the  but-ends,  until  the  procession  had  reached  the 
chapel.  The  united  bands  of  the  several  reriments  of  Guards^  preceded 
the  hearse  at  some  distance  in  their  grand  dress  uotforms,  but  in  solemn 
silence,  a  circumstance  which  considerably  diminisbed  tbe  e^ect  of  the 
scene.  During  the  procession  the  utmost  ftiUness  pervaded  ifgwense 
crowds  assembled  in  every  part  of  the  line  of  march  from  which  a  good 
view  could  be  obtained,  but  after  it  had  passed,  the  rush  in  the  rear  of 
tbe  troops  at  both  sides  of  the  road  was  tremendous.  The  funeral  passed 
from  Frogmore  through  Park  street,  between  eight  and  nine  o’clock,  and  a 
f«w  nriautes  before  nine  tbe  hearse  wax  drawn  up  at  the  gate  leading  to  the 
chapel.  •  .  ^ 

In  tbe  internal  arrangements  of  St  George’s  Chapel,  theie  was  nothing 
particularK’  striking.  Tbe  arrangements  for  the  funeral  consisted  in  the 
erection  01  a  covered  porch  lined  with  black  cloth,  which  projected  from 
the  small  door  of  the  south  aisle  to  the  pavement  of  the  court  in*the  lower 
ward.  It  was  at  this  eutrshce  that  the  coffio  was  received,  and  a  fioorkig 
was  laid  down  (also  covered  with  black  cloth)  to  make,  a  gradual  and 
hardly  perceptible  ascent  fsam  the  pavement  to  the  door  of  the.  chapel. 
From  this  door  a  flueiing  was  also  laid  the  whole  length  of  the  south  awle, 
having  the  form  of  an  inclined  plane,  and  enclosed  with  railing  abopt  fiiur 
feet  in  height,  the  whole  covered  with  black  doth.  .  Ihe  sarne  platiban  nris 
constructed  up  the  naive,  into  the  choir,  and  as  tar  aS  the  altar.  The  vdkale 
breadth  of  the  nave  was  endoied,  and  rows  of  steps  .were  ereoted  along 
the  north  aisle,  ftir  the  accoenm^atioe  of  seversl  hundred  persona*  who 
were  admitted  by  tickets  from  tbe  Lord  Chaiaberlain.  Every  part  af  this 
limber  work  was  covered  with  Usek  cloth,  aad  so  were  the  rows  of  leats  at 
each  side  of  the  choir,  the  felpit,  the  comanurioo  ^le,  the  lower  pa^  of 
the  stalls,  tkc.  These  am^ements  were  not  required  upon  so  caLenaiite  a 
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it  BO  rtckeU  of  admisgioa  to  the  chapel  would  be  received  after  half-past 
o'clock  itt  the  evening.  The  placards  omitted  to  announce  the  hour 
Ibeo  the  reception  was  to  commence,  so  that  a  number  of  ladies  and 
•otlemen  were  in  atUndance  long  before  the  door  was  opened.  Early 
the  evening  a  veteran  body  of  Grenadier  Guards  were  drawn  up  in  line 
iDg  the  south  aisle,  at  the  extremity  of  which  a  large  division  of  the 
lounled  Blues  turned  the  line,  and  continued  it  in  front  of  the  great 
item  door,  and  up  each  side  of  the  nave,  the  privates  of  the  latter  corps 
irio»  large  candlW,  like  those  use'd  in  Catholic  chapels,  while  their 
-at,  reflected  in  broad  masses  from  the  burnished  cuirasses  of  the  soldiers, 
id  In  sparkling  tints  from  their  smaller  polislied  accoutrements,  gave  an 
Itemately  dazzling  and  flickering  brilliance  to  the  rich  decoraUous  of  the 
lilitary  array,  which  produced  much  splendour  of  eflTect,  while  it  partially 
luminated  in  wavering  gleams  the  beautiful  Gothic  tracery  of  the  roof  of 
le  edifice.  At  seven  o’clock,  in  the  whole  of  the  interior  of  the  aisles  and

le  officers  in  their  full  dress,  with  crape  hat- bands,  scarves,  and  their 
ms  and  swords  also  in  mourning  order,  paraded  up  and  down  the  nave, 
rhile  the  soldiers  paced  the  extremity  and  sides  of  the  aisles. 

^  Soon  after  seven  o'clock  a  movement  was  observable  near  the  door  of  the 
luth  aisle,  and  a  bustle  to  take  up  their  regular  position  was  made  by  the 
lilitary.  It  was  caused  by  the  entrance  of  the  chief  personages  belonging 
‘  his  Majesty’s  household,  in  full  Court  mourning,  wearing  broad  silk 
arves  j  and  the  Grooms  of  the  Bedchamber  and  others,^  wearing  white 
itin  bowt  on  their  left  shoulders ;  and  the  Heralds  immediately  appeared 
marshal  them ‘in  the  prescribed  order.  The  business  of  the  Heralds  and 
[TsuivanU  soon  became  active,  and  the  contrast  presented  by  their  gor« 
9US  dress  to  the  mourning  attire  of  the  personages  whom  they  had  to 
rshal,  was  peculiarly  strikiug.  By  the  time  that  the  Heralds  had 
ranged  the  Household  according  to  their  roll,  the  clock  struck  eight.  At 
renty  minutes  before  nine  o'clock  the  hearse  was  drawn  up  to  the 
)rcb  of  the  south  aisle.  Ten  Yeomen  of  the  Guard  then  removed  the 
iffiu  from  the  hearse,  and  the  Mourners  fell  in  behind  it,  while  it  was 
re  to  the  funeral  car,  which  was  some  years  ago  constructed  for  these 
isioDs.  It  b  a  strong  frame  supported  ny  small  wheels  or  rollers,  and 
entirely  covered  by  the  pall,  whicn  likewise  conceals  the  persons  of  eight 
who,  by  hblding  loops  from  the  sides,  "^draw  it  along,  and  give  it  the 
Farance  of  a  self- moving  body.  The  cofifui  being  quickly  placed  upon 
car,  the  procession  beg^  to  enter  the  south  aisle  exactly  at  ten  minutes 
3re  nine  aclock.  It  was  received  by  the  Dean  of  Windsor,  the  Hon. 
Rev.  Hen^  L.  Hobart,  the  Prelate  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter ;  the 
t  Rev.  Sir  G.  P.  Tomline,  the  Bishop  of  Winchester ;  the  ChauceUov  of 
»at  o^ec,  the  most  ^v.  Dr  John  Rsher,  Bishop  of  Salisbury ;  the  Dean 
F  Windsor,  with  the  Prebendaries  and  Choir,  consbting  of  eight  of  the 
rnapel  Royal  choristers — vu.  Messrs  Knyvett,  Vaughan,  Hawes,  Neild, 
wans.  Sale,  Salmon,  and  another,  six  of  the  Chapel  Royal  boys,  seven  of 
Windsor  choristers — viz.  Messrs  Francis,  Hobbs,  sen.  and  jun..  West, 
Rutter,  and  ten  of  their  boys,  all  bearing  lighted  wax  tapers,  fell 
before  the  coffin  as  it  entered  the  south  ablo,  and  immediately  all  the 
'toes,  accompanied  hy  Mr  Hoftte  upon  the  organ,  burst  out  into  the  cele* 
huritl  service,  by  Croft  and  Purcell,  chanting  the  sacred  compo- 
of  ‘‘  I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord ;  he  tnat 
eth  in  ine,  thot^h  be  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whosoever 
'ui"  belie veth  in  me  shall  never  die,**  &c.  Nothing  could  be  more 

*  ^  sfibcl  of  this  sacred  music.  The  procession,  slowly  led  by 

**  Erebendaries,  and  choir,  during  the  chanting  of  the  verses  of 

•e  burial  service,  passed  down  the  south  aisle,  up  the  nave,  in  the  order 
ready  publish^.  ’ 

••dval  of  the  procossion  within  the  choir,  the  car  was  wheeled 
platform,  and  the  Coronal,  Baton,  and  Cushions,  were  placed 
the  ooffim — ^Ibe  venerable  Earl  Harcourt,  who  bore  the  Baton  of  his 
Koyal  Highness,  stood  at  the  foot  of  the  coflSn  opposite  the  Chief 
Ewd  Chamberlain  was  in  the  sameposition.  The  Duke  of 
«H>poned  the  pall  first  on  the  left  hand,  retained  his  place 
tn  ^  ether  five  Dukes  who  were  pall  bearers,  on  the  sides  of  the  coffin. 
»e  SIX  banners,  carried  by  Colonels  in  the  army,  were  arranged  between 
coffin  and  tfie  alter.  ITie  Bisb<^  took  their  seats  in  the  stalls  nearest 
end  ;  the  Knights  of  the  Garter,  not  bearing  the  pall,  sat  in  their 
stalls. ,  The  reoiaininr  stalls  were  occupied  by  his  Majesty’s 
Jj  Q  distinguished  personages.  The  Marquis  Conyngfaam, 

I  oocimied  ene  of  the  lower  smUt  near  the  place,  of  interment ; 

B^y  outM  higaMblic  offiecra  were  in  the  same  stalhu  A  vast  nura- 
»  f  n**.*^^  CouDcillore,  and  private  friendh  of  his  late  Royal  High- 
•,  followed  the  body  into  the  choir. 

^  the  wyession  entered  the  -choir  the  vocalists  chanted  the  propel 
performance,  the  bier  was  propelled  towards  Uie

/  aide  of  the  s)boir.  The  Duke  of  Clarence  took  his

Chamberlain  took  his  place  at  the  foot  of  the

^he  blood  ^roed  much  affected  at  this  solemn 
in  particular  constantly  shed  tears,  and  from 
tmmly  overpowered  by  his  feenn^ 

ito  rta4  the  tenou  UlinoiU  of  tlit  IfrUi  diaptcr 
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of  the  first  epistle  of  Paul  to  the  Corinthians,  beginning,  **  Now^is  Christ 
risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them  that  slept.” 

The  following  Anthem,  by  Kent,  (said  to  have  been,  exproaly  selected 
by  his  Majesty!)  was  then  exquisitely  sung  by  the  whole  choir,  while  the 
coffin  rested  over  the  grave  ; — “  Hear  my  prayer,  O  God !  and  hide  not  thy 
face  from  my  petition.  Take  heed  nnto  me,  and  hear  me,  how  1  mourn  in 
my  prayer,  and  am  vexed.  My  heart  is  disquieted  within  me,  and  the  fear 
of  death  is  fallen  upon  me.  Then  I  said,  O  that  I  had  wings  like  a  dove ; 
then  would  I  flee  away,  and  be  at  rest.” 

This  was  followed  by  the  choir  singing — “  Man  that  is  horn  of  a  woman 
hath  but  a  short  time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.  He  eometh  up,  and  is 
cut  down  like  a  flower ;  he  fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow^  and  never  con- 
tinueth  in  one  stay,”  &c. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  part  of  the  ceremony  the  coffin,  was,  by  the  • 
operation  of  the  hidden  macnincry  in  the  vault,  gradually  lowered  into  the 
aperture,  and  as  the  earth  was  cast  upon  the  body,  the  Dean  proceeded  to 
say — 

**  Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God  of  hU  great  mercy  to  take 
unto  himself  the  soul  of  our  dear  brother  here  depjirted,  we  therefore  commit , 
his  body  to  the  ground  ;  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust,  in  sure 
and  certain  hope  of  the  resurrection  to  eternal  life,  through  our  I^ord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  like  unto  bis  glorious 
body,  according  to  the  mighty  working  whereby  ne  is  able  to  sul^ue  all 
things  to  himsmf.'* 

The  Dean  continued  the  service,  which  was  partly  read  and  partly  sung, 
and  while  the  coffin  was  yet  lowering,  the  whole  choir  struck  up—  ^ 

“  I  heard  a  voice  from  Heaven,  saying  unto  me— Write  ;  Irom  hence- 
forth  blessed  arc  the  dead  which  die  in  me  Lord ;  even  so  saith  the  spirit, 
for  they  rest  from  their  labours.” 

The  collect  being  delivered,  as  the  body  was  lowered  into  the  vault,  tlie  , 
following  part  of  llanders  Funeral  Anthem,  was  performed  with  suitable  | 
effect : — 

When  the  ear  heard  him,  then  it  blessed  him ;  and  when  the  eye  saitf^v 
him,  it  gave  witness  of  him.  He  delivered  the  poor  that  cried,  the  fatiier- 
less,  and  him  that  had  none  to  help  him.  Kindness,  meekness,  and  comfort 
were  in  his  tongue;  if  there  was  any  virtue,  and  if  there  was  any  praise,  ^ 
he  thought  on  those  things.  Hit  body  is  buried  in  peace,  but  his  nissn^ 
liveth  evermore.” 

I'he  Dean  here  concluded  with  the  grace,  and  Sir  George  Nayler, 
Garter  -King  at  Arms/  proclaimed  the  style  and  titles  of  the  deceased 
Prince  in  the  following  form  : — Thus  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God  to  take 
out  of  this  transitory  life  unto  hit  Divine  mercy,  the  jate  Most  High,  Most 
Mighty,  and  Most  Illustrious  Prince  Frederick,  Prince  of  Brunswick 
Lunenburgh,  Duke  of  York  and  Albany,  F.arl  of  Ulster,  Knight  nf  tlie 
Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter  and  of  the  roost  Honourable  Military 
Order  of  the 'Bath — Brother  of  the  Most  Illustrious  and  Most  Potent 
Monarch  George  IV.,  Wthe  Grace  of  God  King  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  King  oflfanover,  , 

After  this,  the  Chief  Mourner,  and  the  other  distiugUhed  persons  of  the 
procession,  then  slowly  retired. 

The  choir  being  partially  clear,  the  spectators  within  the  chapel  were 
admitted  to  a  view  of  the  coffin.  It  was  very  nigh  the  surface  of  the  des¬ 
cent, ‘and  was 'without  any  covering,  excepting  the  coronet  and  baton, 
which  were  placed  across  it  on  cushions. — It  was  nearly  1 1  o'clock  before 
the  ceremony  concluded.  The  end  of  the  funeral  service  was  announced  by 
the  discharge  of  a  rocket  from  the  Castle-yard,  after  which  the  artillery  1u 
the  Long-walk  beg^n  to  fire,  and  discharged  three  rounds  of  16  guns  each, 
at  half  minute  time. — ^Thc  throug  of  carnages  to  take  up  the  several  distio-  * 
gukhed  persons  who  formed  part  of  the  procession,  in  the  funeral  and  at 
the  chapel,  was  immense ;  but  by  a  little  after  12  o'clock'  the  whole  had 
cleared  off  witliout  any  accident.  In  a  short  time,  the  chapel  was  cleared, 
the  soldiers  were  in  their  ranks  and  departing,  the  carriages  were  rattling 
hastily  homewards,  and  the  crowd  of  Windsor,  with  the  ejeception  of  only  u 
few  stragglers,  had  disappeared.  Within  another  hoiir,  the  streets  were  as 
silent  as  on  an  ordinary  occasion ;  the  lights  were  alt  extinguished,  Oiid  a 
fall  of  snow  had  obliterated  even  the  footsteps  of  the  numbers  who  bid 
crowded  the  town  so  lately  before.  The  pageant,  and  the  confusion  at* 
tendant  upon  it,  had  passed  away  for  ever. 

The  extraordinary  beauty  of  the  eight  black  horses  (the  King’s  property) 
which  drew  the  hearse,  excited  general  admiration.  But  it  is  a  curious 
circumstance,  that  the  funeral  liorses  (liired)  employed  on  the  occasion, 
were  not  at  all  equal  iu  quality  to  many  which  are  sees  every  day  at 
private  funerals,  but  some  of  them  even  ol  a  shabby  description. ' . 

A  dispute,  it  is  said,  has  arisen  between  the  executors  of  the  late  Duke  of 
York  anu  the  Deau  and  Chapter  ofWindsor,  which  is  likely  to  furttish  enmloy- 
ment  for  the  gentlemen  of  the  long  robe.  The  whjecUmattrr  it  the*  Field- 
Marshal’s  Baton  (the  original  one  presented  te  hie  Royal  Hi^neas  by.hia 
Majesty)  wbicl^  waa  placed  on  the  Royal  Coffin.

If  Mr  Burnet  produces  as  good  a  forthcoming  work 
on  Colour,  deduced  from  the  practice  of  the  standard  masters,  as  he  has 
done  upon  Composition,  Light,  and  Shade,  this  very  ingenious  work  of 
Mr  Hattrr’s  will  constitute  a  nseful  appmdage  lo  it,  iii  perfecting  the 
Study  of  Colour  to  Artiats,  inasmuch  as  its  mechanical  mixture  muR 
precede  its  use  on  canvsM.

A  oGMic  piece  of  one  act  wai  prodaced  at  this  house  on  Tuesday 
evening,  intilled  Afy  Bat  Friend;  or^  2771,  7%,  7d,  It  is  an 
adaptation  from  the  French  by  Mr  Beazley,  and  appears  to  have 
When  selected  with  the  exclusive  purpose  of  afTording  a  favourable 
medium  for  the  exhibition  of  the  peculiar  talents  of  La  Portb. 
The  single  incident  on  which  it  is  founded,  is  the  arrest  Major 
BekouTf  OB  his  wedding-day,  by  Uoidfat,  a  bailiff,  who  is  repre¬ 
sented  with  considerable  humour  by  £a  Portk.  Tlie  equivoque 
consists  in  the  endeavour  of  the  Major  to  conceal  his  situation  from 
his  father,  on  whom  (as  in  the  Good-natured  Man,  and  Abroad  and 
at  Home)  the  vulwr  catchpole  is  palmed  as  an  intimate  and  inse¬ 
parable  friend.  The  real  character  of  this  Pylada  of  our  Oresta 
of  a  bridegroom,  is  however  at  Icnrth  detected,  and  the  usual 
punUhinent  of  cuttira  off  with  a  shilling  is  about  to  take  place, 
when  the  brother  of  the  bride  acknowledges  that  the  Major  had 
ibcurred  the  debt  by  the  friendly  acceptance  of  an  accommodation 
bill  to  serve  himself.  Upon  this  explanation  the  old  gentleman 
r^eoti,  and  the  money  being  paid,  the  tenacious  adherent  of  the 
law  is  somewhat  roughly  ejected  by  an  assemblage  of  servants  tilled 
in  for  the  purpose,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  whom  is  the 
housemaid,  who  bears  in  her  hand  the  significant  professional  wea¬ 
pon,  a  broom.

Here  we  behold 
three  or  four  nations,  who  evidently  cannot  trust  one  another’s  word 
for  a  maravedi,  and  who,  if  they  were  to  act  tomorrow  precisely  con¬ 
trary  to  what  they  swear  to>day,  would  surprise  no  one  upon  earth. 
So  much  for  even  legitimate  morality  1 

From  France  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  the  Jesnhieal  party  has 
received  a  signal  defeat  in  the  Chamt>er  of  Peers,  which  has  deter¬ 
mined,  by  a  majority  of  40,  to  attend  to  the  petition  ef  the  Count 
Montlosier,  for  an  inquiry  into  the  conduct  and  phietices  of  a  body, 
whose  existence  in  France  is  at  best  an  illegality.  Tite  resolutioii  of 
the  French  Academy  to  petition  against  the  new  conspiracy  in  abto* 
gation  of  the  Charter  (that  most  absurd  of  nod-eoMes)  and  the  Freo* 
dom  of  the  Press,  seems  to  have  excite  a  eon^derabfe  sensation  in 
Paris,  and  the  sacrifice  of  favour  and  emolument  endured  by  part  of 


me  Lcttcf  of  a  ScotsVAK,  expoaing  tb«  groM  ignoraoce  of  the  John  Jfvll 
ia  hs  late  attach  on  tbe  Dissenters,  shall  appear  in  our  next. 
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At  length  his  Majesty  of  Spain  hsw  condescended  to  issue  a  Decla¬ 
ration  wiili  respect  to  Portugal,  which,  although  far  from  satisfactory 
upon  tbe  whole,  professes  to  exhibit  an  intention  to  avoid  any  act  of 
liostility  or  direct  cause  of  offence  to  her  neighbour,  or  its  ally — 
Great  Britain.  This  document,  which  is  in  the  form  of  a  circular 
note,  addressed  to  the  Captains-General  of  the  Provinces  by  M.  de 
Zambrcno,  Minister  of  War,  has,  we  understand,  been  interpreted 
I  bjr  our  own  Minister  in  a  pacific  sense,  and,  careless  of  the  marked 
I  ill-temper  of  the  concession  and  deficiency  of  explanation  therein 
:  afforded,  it  may  possibly  be  politic  so  to  interpret  it.  The  civil 
dttteasions”  which  have  “  nnhappily’’  broken  out  in  Portugal,  are 
represented  as  the  cause  of  the  assembling  of  an  army  of  observation ; 
but  not  a  word,  either  of  de'niai  of  apology,  in  respect  to  the  manner 
in  which  those  dissensions  have  been  pfomoted  and  assisted  by 
Spanish  deception  and  agency.  The  attempts  to  implicate  Portugal 
and  Great  Brftain  in  some  wild  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  malcontents  of  Spain,  are  puerile  in  the  extreme,  seeing  that 
esplanaiion  and  redress  have  always  been  promptly  afforded  when 
demanded,  whereas  the  aid  afforded  to  the  Marquis  de  Cuaves  has 
beeu  an  express  act  of  the  Spanish  Government,  who  condescends  to 
no  sort  of  disavowal  or  excuse  of  it.  France  is  scarcely  alluded  to  in 
this  paper,  and  it  is  even  reported  that  she  has  joined  Ferdinand  in 
an  endeavour  to  induce  Great  Britain  to  solicit  Don  Pedro  to  with¬ 
draw,  or  cancel,  his  Charter — a  request  which  happily  cannot  be 
attended  to.  Not  a  word  is  afforded  of  any  disposition  to  recognise 
the  new  Government  of  Portugal  at  any  time ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
we  are  informed  that  the  Spanish  Ambassador  at  Lisbon  is  instructed 
to  avoid  any  act  which  can  possibly  be  construed  into  a  formal 
acknowledgment  of  the  new  Constitution.  Taken  altogether,  and 
with  a  due  conviction  of  the  extreme  duplicity  which  has  been  the 
distinguishing  characteiistic  of  legitimate  Bourdon  government  for 
two  centuries  past,  it  must  be  confessed  that  tins  army  of  obsecration, 
the  manner  in  winch  funds  have  suddenly  been  provided  to  get 
It  together,  afford  no  very  strong  ground  for  a  reliance  on  the  oltiinate 
object  of  either  French  or  Spanish  Councils.  In  the  meantime,  the 
I  ortuguese  insurgents  appear  to  be  checked  on  all  sides,  and,  ac¬ 
cording  to  accounts  from  Madrid,  of  the  20th  of  January,  noticed  by 
the  Mixnitevr, « the  Portuguese  reftigees  who  had  lately  abandoned  tlie 
road  of  Coimbra,  and  had  passed  the  Mondego,  drawing  nearer  to  the 
froDiien  of  Spain,  were  beaten  on  the  9tl»  at  Coruohes  de  Beira, 
^her^  they  suffered  considerable  loss.  Great  numbecs  of  them  have 
driven  back  {reftnUe)  into  tbe  Spsstsh  territory 
hand,  accounts  from  Madrid,  and  statements 
III  t  e  French  Ultra  journal,  the  QttotuUenne,  make  the  Constitutional 
icri  continue  to  desert  to  the  Royalists  by  entire  regiments.  Be 
®»«  how  it  may,  we  are  aeiidiDg  many  more  forcei  than  were  at 


the  Members  who  have  voted  for  it  is  highly  honourable  to  their  cha¬ 
racters.  Charles  X  is  said  to  have  nfafflfe^ed  great  emotion  oh* 
tliis  occasion,  and  doubtless  recollected  the  period  when  the  Bastile 
would  have  opened  ks  sombre  gates  for  tbe  offending  literati,  with 
genuine  paternal  regret.  We  give  where  t  brief  accouiit  of  A . 
brutal  attack  on  the  now  aged  Prince  Talleyrand,  by  the  appa¬ 
rently  insane  ruffian  named  Maubrbuil,  in  tlie  church  of  St  Denis.* 
The  assault  took  place  after  the  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Louis  X  VI^ 
no  unsuitable  termination  of  a  farce. 

A  letter  to  an  emtneirt  house  tn  tlie  City,  defed  Madrid  18lh  inriaDi 
(sent  the  greater  part  Of  the  Way  by  expreas,)  aaaerta  that  a  oriiia it 
approaching  in  Spain  :  that  previontly  to  the  march  of  the  Bvrlta  gunrd- 
from  the  capital,  the  King  requested  the  attendunce  of  the  Freneh  Ambaa-' 
sador  and  the  Commandant  of  the  Swim  guard,  and  stated  that  he  would, 
take  the  responsibility  on  him«elf,  in  detaining  the'Swiaa  aoicNtva  at 
Madrid  until  he  should  receive  the  reply  to  a  letter  ha  had  written/ 
to  Charles  X,  which  he  had  forwarded  by  eWpresa  the  day 
previously.  The  reply  to  the  King  was,  that  ihclr  orders  from  Parra 
were  peremptory  to  order  the  march  of  the  troopi,yet  they  waiili,  under' 
the  sanction  of  Ins  Majesty,  order  ‘them  to  march  in  smalt  dlvtaiont, 
which  would  take  op  a  longer  period  of  time,  and  that  the  tedr-guard 
would  not  be  far  on  the  line  of  march  from  the  <  'pital  at  the  rime  of  thu 
reply  from  Paris.— The  letter  further  states,  that  the  brother  of  the  King^ 
Don  Carloe,  takes  immediately  the  command  of  the  Spanish  troopeou  thu 
frontier,  and  that  his  departure  from  Madrid  was  daily  expected. 

We  are  confidently  informed,  though  we  oonfose  ww  wtah  oUT  inform 
mation  had  come  in  a  more  authentic  ahape,  that  the  secret  treaty 
between  Great  Britain  and  Persia,  signed  aboot  the  year  1814,  binding 
this  country  to  the  payment  of  an  annhal  subridy  of  SOOgOOO/.  to  thu 
Schah  of  Persia,  and  the  latter  Prfnoe  to  the  maintenance  of  a  stipolate# 
body  of  men,  is  still  in  existence.  What  operatloii  this  eompsmt  awy 
have  upon  the  present  crisis  of  the  war  with  Ruaaiii  ia  a  different,  and  no 
doubt,  a  very  serious  question.— TYOies.

Poon-llATW«-»li  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  aeveral  of  the  inha- 
bilaola  of  tha  uniied  panahea  of  St  Gilaa4n-the<-fialda  and  St  George 
Blooinabary«  that  for  yeara  paat  it  haa  been  the  practice  to  excuae  the 
individuala  who  Aald,  or  who  ksd  bald,  tha  oIBcea  of  Churchwarden  or 
Overseers,  aad  likawiaa  the  Rector,  from  tbe  payment  of  the  poor-ratea, 
mthia  practice  waa  oontrery  to  tha  law, it  waadettrmined  by  aeveral 
ttapactabie  honaeholdera  to  break  through  it.  In  order  to  accomplish 
Ibia  and,  a  banch  of  Magiatratea  waa  torroed,  among  whom  waa  Mr 
fiwabey  of  Uoion-hall,  on  Tueaday  laal,  and  the  partiea  who  had  been 
WimRSoned  to  ahow  catiae  why  they  did  not  pay  their  poor-ratea,  appeared 
nt  tha  veatry-hall  for  that  purpoaa.

Mr  Benaon,  who  waa  Rector  about  a  year  and  a  half.aaid,  that  lie  bad  no 
ejection  whatever  to  pay  the  rataa.  and  in  not  paying  them  ha  acted 
accordiog  to  the  practice  of  thoaa  Rev.  Ciealiemen  who  had  preceded 
bim.  He  begged  to  alale  alao,  that  ha  had  never  received  any  aurpliee- 
fern  on  iotarriag  any  of  tha  pariah-poor.  Tha  Magiatratea  decided,  that 
all  thoaa  who  were  •umrooned  were  liable,  and  oouae(|uently  the  cuatom 
cf70  yaara*  atanding  ia  now  at  an  eod.—Several  thouaand  pounda,ii 
appears,  are  to  the  pariah  on  account  of  tbe  poor-rates. — Are  there 
My  other  pariahas  in  wbieh  a  wmilar  cuatom  exiata,  not  only  of  escuaing 
Ui^  who  may  for  Iba  lime  being  hold  paroobicel  offioea,  but  who  have 
held  them,  from  oontributing  to  tha  aupport  of  tha  poor  ?

Aurisc'Ope.— The  difficulty  of  inspecting  the  meatu*  auditorius,  or 
passage  of  the  ear,  from  its  peculiar  winding  structure,  it  well  known  | 
hence  the  uncertainty  that  often  arise*  in  Mcertaining  the  cause  of  dis¬ 
eases  of  this  organ.  In  consequence  of  a  greater  attention  being  paid  to 
disease*  of  the  ear  than  formerly,  an  ingenious  French  Aurist  ha*  lately 
invented  a  novel  instrument,  termed  an  Auriscope,  which  allowa  a 
complete  inspection  of  the  parts.  It  consists  of  a  circular  brass  plate* 
with  straps  that  go  completely  round  the  head,  and  at  the  angle  over 
each  ear  is  affixed  a  hook  and  screw,  together  with  a  lever  so  as  to  pull 
the  ear  backwards  and  forwards  in  different  directions,  and  thus  lay  the 
meatus  open  to  the  membrane  of  the  tympanum.  But  this  instruvieat 
being  complex  in  its  mechanism,  and  painful  in  its  application,  has,  we  are 
informed,  been  reduced  to  greater  simplicity  and  effect  by  Mr  CoETts*, 
the  Surgeon  to  the  Royal  Dispensary  for  Diseases  of  the  Ear,  where  hai

CHEam— The  etymology  of  the  term  efiess,  like  the  origin  of  the  gome 
Itself, ia  very  oDcerlain ;  ^t  it  seems  probable  that  it  was  dertved  front' 
the  Persian  word  ‘achar,*  which  signifies  a  king.  The  Italiant  calih 
uacekit  the  Oermains  sehackspiel,  and  the  French  dchecs  t  from  tome  af 
which  we  may  have  taken  our  word  cMeet,  The  pawn  seems  to  have 
been  evidently  so  called  after  the  peont  while  the  rook,  though  now  gen- 
erally  termed  a.  castle,  no  doubt  took  iu  name  from  the  Persian  rukk, 
which  is  the  corresponding  piece ;  and  it  ia  remarkable,  that  in  all  the  lan¬ 
guages  here  enumerated,  the  word  mn/,  or  mate,  is  preserved,  and  atertn 
ia  used  correepooding  with  the  eckahtiuU  of  the  Persians. 

Cabibb  Sagacity  abd  Gilatitcde.— Dr  Von  Ifffand  relates  a  kery 
extraordinary  ca»e  of  the  sagacity  of  a  Newfoundland  dog.  The  Doc¬ 
tor  observe#:—*'  While  in  practice  at  Quebec,  a  large  dog,  bleeding 
profusely  from  the  right  leg,  attracted  the  attention  of  one  of  my  stu¬ 
dents  by  stroking  the  dog  on  the  head  and  back,  he  waa  coaxed  into 
the  surgery,  where,  OB  examination,  I  foand  an  artery  and  the  tendons 
completely  divided.  1  ordered  the  poor  animal  to  be  firmly  secured,  by 
which  means  a  ligature  was  applied  to  the  bleeding  vessel,  and  after 
shaving  the  hair  surrounding  tlie  wound,  1  carefully  applied  adhesive 
plasters,  and  brought  its  edges  together  (leaving  a  small  aperture  for 
the  ligature)  covered  with  a  linen  bandage.  After  the  operation  he 
was  set  at  liberty  ;  but  to  my  great  surprise,  the  following  morning  the 
dog  was  one  of  iny  earliest  patients— The  bandage  appeared  lo  be  undis¬ 
turbed  ;  I,  however,  removed  it  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  state  of 
the  wound,  and  as  the  strips  of  plaster  seemed  to  be  in  tue  adhesive 
state  I  had  applied  them  the  day  before,  they  were  allowed  to  rentain. 
On  the  third  day,  about  the  same  hour,  the  sagacious  animal  .made  his 
appearance— he  was  then  of  course  considered  by  me  as  an  out-door 
patient,  incognita,  and  impatiently  (by  his  gestures)  waited  his  turn  to 
meet  the  attention  of  my  assistants  to  dress  anew  his  wounds;  to  which 
be  most  gently  submitted,  licking,  during  the  whole  time  of  the  opera¬ 
tion,  the  hands pf  the  operator.  He  confinued  punctually  (o  visit  my 
surgery  every  morning  at  the  same  hour  until  cured,  which  J  believe 
was  not  less  than  fifteen  da^  s.  i  fonnd  tome  time  after  that  the Mog 
belonged  ta  a  respectable  butcher  in  St  John's  suburbs ;  and,  'lo  prove 
the  gratitude  of  that  animal,  I  must  say,  that  every  time  1  had  kcofision 
to  pass  his  master's  house,  it  waa  impossible  to  avoid  the  extreme  caresses 
and  fondness  which  he  displayed  by  his  alert  gestures  and  jumping, 
and  even  following  me  throughout  my  visila  to  all  tlm  patieuta  I  then 
had  under  my  care  in  both  aulMrbs,and  then  fbllowiog  until  ha  aavf  me 
tafely  in  my  own  lodgings,  when  he  immediately  departed  foe  bU  iiiatter*s 
home  ;  and  what  is  more  extraordinary,  all  the  enticing  means  resorted 
to  by  the  studeiita  and  myself,  never  could  prevail  upon  the  dog  to  enter 
the  surgery  after  he  was  dismissed  as  cured.'*  *

THE  WELLESLEY  CASE.* 

Tlie  arguments  in  this  tedious  case  were  resumed  this  day. 
Hoam  estefed  on  various  statements  to  show  that  the  evuie 
Dnlkeley  was  not  to  be  credited  ^'ind  that  j»  cbm  had  been

0f  hia  childTen.  Mr  H.  contended,  that  no  adultery  had  taken

^  was  TOt  sifted  to  the  bottom.’*]— Mr  H.  said,  Dr  Bulkeley  was  not 
called  on  that  trial,  and  the  public  mind  had  bwn  strongly  impressed 
igumi  Mr  Wellesley,  wo  that  he  had  no  chance  before  a  Jury.  There  was 
creo  DOW  no  eridence  to  show  that  a  criminul  intercourse  existed  between 
3JrW.  ami  MnB.  j  ho  violence  of  public  decency  bad  taken  place — 
Boihiog  had  occurred  calcalatcd  to  shock  the  mhids  of  the  children.  It  was 
clear  that  Mr  W.  bad  shewn  how  anxious  he  was  to  cure  them  of  certain 
meutal  defects,  aad  to  instruct  them  in  some  of  the  highest  points  of  moral 
(dscatioD,  particularly  a  love  of  truth.  Mr  Wellesl^  did  not  visit  hit 
wife  for  any  improper  purpoee ;  and,  if  his  natural  agitation  on  that  occa- 
lioB  bad  had  an  ill  effect  on  Mrs  Wellesley,  it  was  far  from  Mr  W.’s 
intcntioD,  which  was  to  investigate  the  condition  of  his  children.  After 
urging  many  other  arguments,  Mr.  H.  concluded  by  entreating  his  Lordship 
aot  to  press  agaii>tt  his  cHeirt  those  past  passages  of  his  IHe,  which  he  (Mr 
Horne)  was  not  there  to  defend,  but  whkli  could  never  again  Occur  under 
similar  circumstances.  He  did  not  mean  to  say  Mr  Wdlesley  was  a  man, 
“  Omni  exceptione  major/’  but,  at  least,  the  case  had  noU  been  proved 
against  him  to  the  extent  attempted ;  and  he  trnsted  his  Lordship  would  be 
of  opinion  that  his  client  was  entitled  to  the  guardianship  of  his  children. 

Mr  Hbald  followed  on  the  same  ride :  he  brought  forward  various  arg^ 
Brents  in  ftvour  of  his  client,  and  very  sensibly  remarked,  that,  with 
respect  to  the  interference  of  the  Court  in  cases  like  the  present,  he  had 
thought  it  would  have  been  better  some  children  should  be  exposed  to  the 
contagious  example  of  their  parents^  than  that  every  parent  should  he  liable 
to  have  bis  children  taken  from  him  by  an  order  of  the  Court.

Mr  Hkald  proceeded  to  comment  on  the  aftkfavit  of  Dr  Bulkeley,  with 
the  intention  of  proving  it  was  not  deserving  of  credit,  and  was  shortly  after 
intermpted  in  his  argument  by  the  riring  of  the  Court. 

Mr  Wellesley  attended  as  usual,  and,  at  the  close  of  the  proceedings,

Death  Caused  by  Want.— An  imjuest  was  held  on  Thursday,  at- the 
Crown,  Dean  street,  on  the  body  of  Ann  Collins,  a  line  young  woman, 
aged  21,  who  died  on  Monday  at  the  house  of  Mrs  Turner,  in  Mead’s  court. 
EJiaabeth  Scott  stated,  that  amnt  a  fortnight  ago  she  met  the  deceased,  wlio 
was  crying  bifTerly,  and  wished  her  to  give  her  in  charge  to  llie  watchman  ; 
which  she  declined,  but  took  her  home  to  Mead’s  court.  The  deceased 
told  her  that  she  had  lain  in  the  street  the  previous  night,  as  her  landlady 
I  had  turned  her  out  of  doors,  because  she  could  not  pay  her  rent.  Thi 
I  deceased  stopped  with  the  witness  durine  the  week,  and  on  Sunday  the 
went  out,  but  returned  soon  afterwards,  having  obtained  two  shillings  from 
a  friend.  On  the  Monday  she  said  she  would  go  to  the  Hospital  on 
^  Wednesday.  She  was  very  weak,  and  the  people  of  the  house  thoii^t  she 
was  tipsy.  The  deceased  nad  eaten  no  victuals  for  three  days,  and  could 
scarcely  stand.  Witness  gave  the  deceased  some  bread  and  butter,  of 
which  she  partook  very  heartily.  In  the  courte  of  the  week  she  became 
much  better.  Mrs  Turner  saw  the  decea.sed  in  witness’s  room,  and  wished 
to  have  the  deceased  turned  out  of  the  house,  saying,  Suppose  she  (the 
deceased)  riionld  die.”  To  which  the  deceased  replied,  *'  I’m  not  in  a 
dying  state^  and  mean  to  go  to  the  Hospital.  Witness  accompanied  the 
deceased  to  the  Hospital,  for  which  she  paid  3s.  and  also  3t.  homo  again, 
as  she  did  not  get  admitted.  Gruel  and  other  thin^  were  offered  to  the 
deceased,  but  she  refused  them.  She  was  to  have  agam  gone  to  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  the  day  before  yesterday.  On  Saturday  Iasi  ilie  dsceased  appeal 
quite  recovered,  and  proposed  going  out ;  but  ou  Sendey  moming,  eti 
awaking,  she  found  her  quite  senseless,  and  in  fact  she  was  dying.  Wif- 
ness  was  so  frightened  that  she  did  not  call  any  person  to  her  arastniiri. 
The  last  words  the  deceased  said,  were,  “  1*11  lie  on  the  ground,  if  you  like.**
